This information was in possession of 
Tue Trisune Aug. 14 and could have 
been printed the next morning.

Mr. Healy accepted the prop- 
osition and Assistant State’s Attorney 
Harry Olson, who had worked on the fail- 
ure day and night for ten days and had 
just started to spend his yacation at Mon- 
roe, N. HL, was ordered to meet the repre- 
sentative of Tum Trisune in New York 
on Monday, Aug. 20. The next day Mr. 
Olson and Tum Trrsunm man sailed on 
the liner Kaiser Wilhelm I.

Arrives in Tangier July 28. 

Stensland arrived in Tangier July 28 by 
the steamer Gibel from Gibraltar. He 
apparently made previous inquiries re- 
garding tlie hotela, avoiding the large and 
prominent ones, such as Villa de France, 
Cecil, and” Continental. He climbed the 
hill on which the quaint Moorish town is 
built and entered the city gate, and walked 
to the Grand Hotel Oriental. This small, 
second rate place is on a narrow street, 
so narrow, in fact, that two small donkeys 
cannot pass abreast. It is perched on top 
of a hill and is the most prominent build- 
Ing in the ranks of dazzling white and 
ght blue structures that rise, terrace on 
terrace, till the summit is crowned. It 
is the resort of Europeans, and, by 4 
strange coincidence, is the place where 
an absconding railway man of Atlanta, 
Ga., was captured through the efforts of 
United States Minister Grummere six 
years ago. 

Phillip Sterwind, the proprietor, 
swered the Arab porter’s hail and terms 
were soon agreed upon.

He was 
given a room overlooking the sea with 
a view of the Spanish shore in the dis 
tance.

Stensland, 
in answer to M. Gaurant’s inquiries, said 
he came from America, and when further 
questioned as to why he carried money 
in such shape and had no letter of credit, 
sdid he thought he would get the worst 
of exchange and concluded it was best 
to carry currency.

Automobiles were offictally tabooe@ as 
“nonunion vehicles" by organized labor 
yesterday, and as a result none of the horse- 
less machines will be seen this morning in 
the Labor day parade. 

Incidentally many union leaders, including 
some of the marshals, who had planned to 
ride in the parade in style, probably will be 
forced to walk, since the supply of Gar- 
rilages may be exhausted, 

The teamsters were responsible for the un- 
friendly action towards the autos. The driv- 
ers entered a proteet against the motor cars 
on the ground that they tended te turn them 
out of their occupation. It was asserted that 
if the autos were allowed to have places 
in the parade scores of teamsters would be 
deprived of work. Another contention was 
that while teamsters are union, chauffeurs, 
to far as anybody knows, are nonunion. 


Leaders Cling to Autos. 


For atime the wrangle threatened to cause 
a serious disagreement among the managers 
of the parade. There were several members 
of the committee who had squandered good 
sums of money for the hireof big red touring 
cars. It was said Martin B. Madden pro- 
posed to head the junior steamfitters’ division 
in a dazzling green auto. 

These leaders did not take kindly to the 
idea of abandoning so impressive a method 
of transportation along the line of march. 

But the teamsters served notice that it 
was a-choice between themselves and the 
autos. If the red, green, and yellow ma- 
chines appeared in the parade they allowed 
there wou!d be no teamstere in white shirts, 
red. neckties, and broad brimmed cowboy 
hats. The parade committee was forced to 
yield. 

Another complaint then was registered by 
the teamsters. They asserted many car- 
riages engaged for the parade had rubber 
tires, and as these auxiliaries’to easy travel 
were “ unfair.”’ the use of the vehicles would 
be tantamount to dealing a blow at the car- 
riage workers’ union. 

Finally the drivers were assured that 
everything, even to the shoes on the horses’ 
feet, would be “ union,”’ which setthd the 
controversy.

CARS FAULTY; TWO DEAD. 
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LABORFEDERATION 
““UPLIFTERS” WIN. 
Rebuke Administeréd to Lead- 


ers Who Ruled the Body 
in Former Years, 


NOCKELS TO KEEP PLACE. 


All the Present Officers Except 
One Renominated for An- 
other Term. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor tnaugu- 
rated the new labor year yesterday by tak- 
ing an unequivocal stand in favor of “ hon- 
est’’ trade unionism. Incidentally a rebuke 
was administered to leaders of another stripe 
who have ruled ite affairs in former years. 

The feature of the meeting was the nomi- 
nation of officers to serve for the approach- 
ing term. Secretary Edward N. Nockels 
was the central figure around which the de- 
bate revolved. Nockels, who last January 
led tne “ purification "' element in a fight to 
prevent Martin B. Madden and:his friends 
from breaking into the central labor body, 
Wae attacked in a warm speech by a member 
of the teamsters’ union. The secretary made 
an appeal to the federation in return, ard, 
receiving the support of most of the dele- 
gates, came out of the dispute unscathed. 
In recognition of Nockels’ effortsin “ purging 
the movement of its worst enemies" no op- 
posing candidate was pitted against him for 
reélection. 


Protest Against Nockels. 


When Nockels’ namé was presented to the 
federation, Thomas Keegan of the baggage 
and parcel drivers’ union jumped to his feet 
and entered a protest om the grounds of in- 
eligibility. 

I believe Nockels is not a delegate to this 
body from his union, and therefore cannot 
serve as an officer,”’ said Keegan. “I de- 
mand to know if that is not the fact?’”’ 

Nockels admitted the charge, but offered 
the explanation that he had credentials 
from another union, the elevator conductors. 

"An attack has been made on me in my 
union, the fixture hangers,” he asserted, “ by 
men who six months ago attempted to force 
their way into this federation through dis- 
honest means. I simply take the position I do 
for the welfare of the labor movement of 
Chicago.’: 

Nockele mentioned no names, but it was 
understood he referred to Madden’s support- 
ers as those who had succeeded in holding up 
his credentials from his own union. It was 
said aiso that his assailant, Keegan, repre- 
sented the Madden element when he entered 
the protest. 


Secretary Is Renominated. 


** Nockele has demonstrated that he could 
deliversthe goods,”’ shouted Anton Johansen 
of the woodworkers, “Therefore we ought to 
reélect him, despite this technieal objection.” 

“® want to second that,” exclaimed John 
Mangan, president of the steamfittere’ union, 
ang a pfotest against dishonest trade, union-

These femarks were followed by the decla- 
ration of John C. Harding of typographical. 
union No.16 that the federation of labor must 
place itself on record somehow as standing 
for purity and honesty. 

“Unfortuhately, the labor movement in 
Chicago,”” he said, ‘‘ has been handicapped 
by certain leaders who pursued certain un- 
savory methods to gain their ends. Weall, 
know of the trouble we had in this Kall six 
months ago, and I don’t believe we-should 
permit a technicality to interfere with dur 
action in indorsing Nockels and uncontami- 
nated unionism.” 

President Fitzpatrick quickly called fora 
vote, with the result that Nockels was de- 
clared to be the only nominee for the office of 
secretary. 

Interest in the Lavin Trial. 


The other old officers, with one exception, 
were renominated without opposition, which 
insures their re@lection at the next meeting. 
Frank Gengenback was named against Vice 
Presideht Arthur McCracken for that posi- 
tion. . : 

The federation decided to take a hand in 
the Lavin investigation. A resolution call- 
ing for the appointment of a committee of 
five to see that “ no evidence in the police 
trial is suppressed’ was adopted. T. P.

Atlantic Fleet in Full Dress in 
Oyster Bay for Review 
by President. 


SIGHTSEERS IN A PANIC. 


Rush on Steamer to Port Side 
Causes List and a Fight 
for Safety. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 2.—(S8pecial.}— 
Oyster Fay harbor tonight is best protected 
from foreign investen of any harbor in the 
world. Across ite mouth lies the proudest 
flotilla «ver assembled under the flag of the 
United States, for the Atlantic fleet is in 
position for a great review. Twelve battle- 
ships, four armored cruisers, four moni- 
fora, six destroyers, six torpedo boats, two 
submarines, and one troop ship Me at anchor 
within easy gunshot of Sagamore Hill 

The president, Admirai Evane said, will 
sicam westward between the columns head- 
ed by the Whipple and the Maine. Before 
the starts twenty-five of the warships will 
roar out simultaneously with thelr three 
pound guns the presidential salute of twen- 
ty-on?s guna 

As he comes down the line Des Moines will 
trail the president and each battleship, cruis- 
er, ahd monitor that he passes will salute in- 
dividually the moment the Mayflower gets 
clear of the guns. So there will be continuous 
banging until the review is over. 


To Sail Around Whole Fleet. 

After passing between the first and second 
columns the Mayflower wil] turn and pass 
the outside columin, headed by the battleship 
Alabama, and will make the complete cir- 
eult of the fleet, coming back to Oyster Bay 
between the columns headed by the Alabama 
and the Maine.

SAY WOMAN’S WILES CAUSED

Waval Officers Lay the Blame of Two 
Spoiled Careers on a Young New

resignation of Ensign Charles Lawrence 
Bruff of the battleship Missouri, naval offi- 
cers say, was due to the wiles of a young 
woman well known about town, who also was 
responsible for the dismissal in disgrace of 
Midshipman Robert A. Jackson a year ago.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2—[Special.}— 
That a formidable movement will be started 
in the democratic party with a view of pre- 
venting the nomination of Bryan for the pres- 
idency, is the belief of conservative demo- 


cratic politicians who were stampeded by 
| Bryan's recent deciaration in favor of gov- 


ernment ownership of railroads. Such party 


leaders as John Sharp Williams and Sena- 


tor Bailey of Texas, are out of touch with 
Bryan. There is good reason to believe 


| the southern leaders at an early date will get 


together and decide whether to stay with 
Bryan or go to the next convention with a 


| southern candidate. 


Senator Simmons, leader of his party in 
North Carolina, and Gov. Glenn are cha- 
grined over the public ownership utterances. 
They returned from New York, where they 
shouted themself hoarse welcoming Bryan 
back. They are not in a shouting humor 
now. Simmons said: 

“I don’t think the democracy of the south 


will stand for government ownership.’ 


Gov. Glenn said: 

* Govermment ownership would result tn 
one of the greatest monopolies on earth, and 
the result would be perj‘etuation of rule of 
the party in power.”

Among other things he charged 
that the Americans, such as he had met in 
San Francisco, were idol worshipers, their 
idols being dollars.

Reckléssness on the part of automobile 
drivers aroused another enemy in the north 
shore suburbs yesterday. Mrs. Catherine 
Frake, 61 years old, the mother of Thomas 
Frake, a farmer living near Glen View, was 
dangerously injured in a collision with a 
machine, and her son declared that he will 
persuade his neighbors to arm themselves 
with shotguns against the scorchers. 

Mr. Frake, with his mother, who has been 
a partial invalid for two years, was driving 
to early mass at an Evanston church, when 
he heard an automobile approaching his car- 
riage from behind. He said that he had 


driven almost completely off the road to let 
{ft pase, when it struck his rear wheel at high 


speed. The carriage was overturned and the 
occupants were hurled a dozen feet. 

On his knees, Frake was barely able to see 
the number—1270—on the rear of the machine 
as it disappeared up the road. He was se- 
verely bruised and found his mothér uncon- 
scious. It was some time before he could 
find assistance to take her home. Dr. A. C. 
Dodson was called, and declared that the 
‘woman’s internal injuries, because of her 
age, May cause her death. 

Tae son was in a rage when he drove to 
Evanston during the afternoon to seek some 
trace of the automobilists who ran into him. 
He unable to find a further clew to their 
identity. 

" Those cars whizz through Glen View,” 
he said, “‘ ikea limited train. They will not 
slow up for anything and demand the whole 
road.

Suddenly they became 
aware of a powerful undertow. All were car- 
ried away by it momentarily, but Mrs. Mc-

Mrs. MoCreary was 31 years old and was 
born in Richmond, Va. Her husband is the 
son of Senator James B. McCreary of Ken- 
tucky.

LABOR DAY. 
In contrast to the holiday of labor as 


lightful places when all is smooth and 
bright, but’ they are sometimes treacher- 
ous, and then the reason for the precau- 
tionary measures of the government be- 
comes apparent. If the men had proved 
faithless to their trust, if they had shown 
lack of training, criticism would not have 
been spared, travelers and government 
authorities alike joining in the ery of in- 
dignant censure. The word of praise, 
therefore, is none the less deserved for all 
those who make it their business to keep 
in readiness for prompt action when hu- 
man life is in danger. 


WHY DID HE DO IT? 

Gov, Folk said in his address at Madi- 
son Square garden, “We come to voice 
the love and faith of millions in the great 
leader who has again set foot upon his 
native land.” The faith of the governor 
and many other prominent democrats has 
been rudely shaken by Mr. Bryan’s warm 
advocacy of the government ownership of 
railroads. They cannot see »why he 
should force that question upon the party 
and the people. 
were done in the pure wantonness of 
power—that he knows he is to be nomi- 
nated, and feels at liberty to say what- 
ever he pleases. 

Democrats’ like Henry . Watterson and 
Gov. Folk are opposed for a number of 
reasons to Mr. Bryan’s new departure. 
They look on it as bad politics. They 
dread the increased patronage and power 
of the national government if it were to 
take over great railroad systems. They 
do not believe in the workability. of Mr. 
Bryan's plan for the ownership of trunk 
lines by the general government and local 
lines by the states. If the trunk systems 
were stripped of their twigs and branches 
so that the states might have some rail- 
road lines to play with, the railroad serv- 
ice would be greatly impaired. There

states and the general government.

Non does this 
state—nor other states—wish to lose the 
taxes that would cease to be collected if 
the general government were the owner 
of the railroads. 

A special fear torments southern demo- 
‘crats. It is that if the federal govern- 
ment were to own the railroads in their 
part of the country the laws of southern 
states that there shall be separate cars for 
blacks and whites would cease to be oper- 
ative. That is a subject which Mr. Bryanis 
not prepared to discuss. He can take it up 
when he reaches the south. This phase 
of the subject does not interest northern 
men. ‘They are opposed to the govern- 
ment ownership of railroads because it 
would be necessary to issue bonds for 
from fifteen to twenty billions of dollars 
to buy them; because their purchase 
would put on the government pay roll a 
million and a half men whose votes the 
party in power would seek to secure by 
subservience to their demands; and be- 
cause railrogd service, instead of improv- 
ing steadily ad it has been doing under 
private ownership, would. become ineffi- 
cient. Its management, would be fossil- 
ized. 

There is no demand for government 
ownership except from a few radical or 
seatterbrained people. It is, as Henry 
Watterson says, “un-American and un- 
democratic, illogical to all our professions 
on the side of simple, efficacious, and up- 
right government.” It is no wonder that 
prominent democrats, after reading Mr. 
Bryan’s speech, say plaintively, “ Why 
did he do it?” 

He has done it, and he means to stand 
|by it. He derides the “ timid politicians.” 
He followed the lead of his conscience 
when it bade him support free silver, and 
that same conscience now orders him to 
go in for the government ownership of 


railroads. 


MECHANICAL MUSIC. 

John Philip Sousa, bandmaster and music 
manufacturer, in an article in one of the 
September magazines, called “ The Menace 
of Mechanical Music,” draws a gloomy pie- 
ture of the effect of this style of music in the 
future upon the army. Mr. Sousa, himself 
no insignificant spectacle when he comes to 
the footlights, a glittering mass of medals, 
decorations, and gold lace, laments that 
when “ the nation once more sounds its call 
to arms and the gallant regiment marches 
forth” there will be no majestic drum 
major, “ the only man who knows when the 
band will begin to play.”” There will be no 
“serried ranks of sovporous trombones ”"— 
why not serried ranks of fifes and drumsticks 
—*no glittering array of brass, no rolling 
of drums, but in their place a huge phono- 
graph mounted on a 100 horse power auto- 
mobile, grinding out ‘The Girl I Left Be- 
hind Me,’ ‘ Dixie,’ and ‘The Stars and 
Stripes Forever.’ ” 

Sousa wonders if the warriors’ bosoms 
will swell with ardor and martial pride when 
they are ledinto the strife by a machine. He 
does not stop to consider that in all proba- 
bility there would not be time enough for the 
warriors’ bosoms to swell, for the enemy 
could hardly ask for a better target than a 
huge phonograph upon a 100 horse power 
automobile. The first rifted shell, in al! 
likelihood, would blow the whole apparatus 
to splinters and send the chauffeur to an- 
other world. 

Souse also pictures the warriors at night 
gathered round the cheery camp fires, and 
when one of. them cries, “* Give us a song,” 
they will not all sing “ Annie Laurie,” but 
it wilt be “ whir-whir-whir, song by the 
Bungtown quartet, ‘Your Name Is Den- 
nis.’ John Philip is unnecessarily alarmed. 
“Serried ranks of sonorous ‘trombones,” 
headed by “ majestic dfum majors ” do not 
lead regiments into battle.. Sometimes a 
lone drummer and fifer take that honorable 

‘and dangerous position, but the science of 
war grows more and more unsentimental all 
the time, and regiments now follow the flag

THE RADICAL. 

When the slavery contest was becoming 
heated in the ’40s the two traditional wings 
of the New York democrats were given new 
names, the conservatives applying to the 
younger democracy, who held radical views 
on state canal policy and on the question of 
free soil the nickname “ Barnburners.” 
They explained this by recalling the story 
of a Dutchman who set fire to his barn and 
destroyed it in order to get rid of the rate 
which infested it. They claimed that their 
young friends were ready to destroy insti- 
tutions if necessary in order to reform 
abuses. 

A descendant of that type of citizen oe- 
casionally makes his appearance nowadays. 
He may bean excited boatman at Pittsburg 
who would consign the president, the gov- 
ernment, and the laws of the United States 
toa place hotter then August torridity when 
any attempt is made to force him to respect 
authority. Or again, he may be a fruit 
grower out in Washington described in a 
dispatch from Seattle. There the county 
assessor placed a valuation of $100 an acre 
on a fruit ranch of twenty acres valued by 
the owner at $4,000. Rather than pay the 
increased taxes thus demanded the owner 
cut down his trees and then sought a new 
valuation on the basis of plow lands carry- 
ing a much lower assessment. The farmer 
in question is said to have opposed ali taxa- 
tion on principle, and, by his heroic treat- 
ment of the situation he undoubtedly got rid 
of the rats, but his barn was burned at the 
same time. . 

Another descendant has appeared in 
South Omaha, where he owned a house 
which had been leased to a tenant of whom 
he wished to get rid. He tried to get him 
out by formal notice, and when that had 
proved unavailing. he boarded up the front 
The tenant determined to use the 
back one. The owner then filled up the 
well and moved away the outbuildings. As 
the tenant still stuck he came back again 
and carried away the back porch, the back 
door, and several windows, and finally 
knocked in the sides of the kitchen. When 
his tenant still proved -obdurate he took all 
the doors and windows and other movable 
things, leaving the house a mere shell. And 
now the case has been carried to the higher 
courts to be adjusted. 

The illustrations are a bit unusual, but 


the type is quite common. The radical has 


made his presence felt in every age and in 
connection with every great movement. He 
probably has his place in tempering the opin- 
ions of less determined folk and in ealling 
attention to the cause for which he contends, 
Like an anarchist killed by his own bomb 
he may involve himself and his owninterests 
in ruin. But his fate does not deter others 
from repeating his rash acts. The radical 
may have brought many matters toa definite 
settlement far in advance of his conserva- 
tive neighbor's decision, but, in the long run, 
it is likely that he has proved far less effec- 
tive as a reformer. Many a citizen chafes 
ander the things he sees going wrong in 
society. He grows discontented with the 
inertia of the police, with the corruption of 
politicians, with the thievery of the grafters, 
with the inactivity of his fellow men, but he 
seldom accomplishes lasting results for the 
betterment of society when he loses his 
self-control and burns his own barn down.

world aristocracy is more extensively 

represented than the so-called Fra- 
ternity of White Fathers, - founded by the 
late Cardinal Lavigerie for work in ‘northern 
Africa, especially along the southern borders 
of Algeria, Tunis, Tripoli, and Morocco. This 
order, which has played a notable réle in con- 
nection with the promotion of the colonial 
interests of France, has now, by reason of 
the latter's new laws aimed against the re- 
ligious associations, beem compelled to leave 
French territory and to abandon all the 
splendid work with which it was intrusted by 
its founder. 

Taking advantage thereof, Emperor Will- 
lam has offered a refuge in his dominions to 
the White Fathers. He has furnished them 
with sites and subsidies for the construction 
of a seminary and of a big monastery at 
Altkirch in Alsace, which is to serve as head- 
quarters of the order, and has arranged that 
every facility should be given to the fathers 
to pursue in the German colonies in Africa, 
and also in Morocco, where German influence 
is noW paramount, the work which they have 
until now been doing with so much success 
in France's African dependencies. 

Cardinal Lavigerie, who was a patriot of 
the most ardent and enthusiastic description, 
certainly never dreamt that the order of 
which he was so proud and which he had 
founded for the glory of France, should de- 
velop into an instrument for the advance- 
ment of German prestige in the dark cont!- 
nent. : 

~- 


The order tn question may be regarded as 
the modern embodiment of the Knights of 
Malta, and of the Knights Templar of the 
crusading days. ‘or it is a military, as well 
as a religious order, and has sometimes been 
known as that-of the Warrior Monks of the 
Sahara. The steel helmet of the Knights 
Templar of olden days is replaced by one 
made of cork, with duly patented ventilating 
apparatus. The visor, instead of being of 
metal, is of cloth, similar to those worn by the 
Tuareg Arabs, covering the entire lower por- 
tion of the face, and in lieu of the pennant 
lance there is a far more deadly weapon, in 
the shape of a repeating rifle. 

The object of the order is much the sameas 
that of the Knights of Malta of the middle 
ages—namely: the delivery of slaves from 
bondage and the propagation of Christianity 
by means not of the gospel alone but of the 
gospel allied ‘to the sword. Cardinal Lavi- 
gerie; who spent almost his entire life in 
Africa, learnt’ thére that the one is indis- 
pensable to the other, at any rate, among the 
turbulent and warike races who inhabit the 
northern half of the dark continent. 

He had witnessed the marvelous-success of 
the Moslem proselytism, which, although at- 
tended by violence and bloodshed, has im- 
parted a certain amount of civilization and 
endightenment to natione steeped in the low- 
est depths of pagan barbarism. After com- 
paring the many millions of converts to Islam 
with the relatively few thousands of con- 
verts to Christianity in Africa, and after a 
careful and profound study of the problem—a 
study for which his breadth of mind and lib- 
erality of view particularly fitted him—he 
concluded that the system of sending out 
unarmed missionaries to preach the gospel, 
and nothing but the gospel, among the sav- 
ages was all wrong, that both the heroism 
and martyrdom of these pioneers of Christi- 
anity were entirely wasted, and that if any 
material good were to he achieved it could 
only be done by means of a radical change. 
With this purpose in view he founded the 
Order of the White Fathers, who were or- 
ganized with the idea that instead of meekly 
bowing their heads to receive the martyrs’ 
crown they should fight for their lives. 
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Their program has been to attract sym- 
pathy and good will by the development of 
the productivenese of the existing oases, and 
by the creation of new ones, where stations 
have been formed for the relief of the sick, 
for the offer of hospitality to all comers, irre- 
spective of creed, and for the refuge and pro- 
tection of fugitive slaves. They have en- 
deavored to afford to the natives practical 
demonstration of the benefitsand advantages 
of civilization, to preach by mple the ele- 
ments thereof, and to thus prepare the 
ground for conversion to Christianity. The 
latter, although the principal object, is the 
last in order. For, instead of proselytism 
preparing the ground for the seeds of civil- 
ization, with the White Fathers it is the ele- 
ments of civilization which prepare the 
ground for the seeds of Christianity. 

The headquarters of the order have until 
now been at Biskra, on the Algerian borders 
of the great Sahara desert, on a plantation 
known by the name of M’Salla, which is the 
Arab designation for a ‘ place of prayer,’’ 
consisting almost whiblly of desert land re- 
claimed by the monks, 

To those who are accustomed to consider 
the life of a monk as devoted entirely to 
prayer, fasting, meditation, and flagellation, 
the mode of existence of these warrior monks 
of the Sahara will appear a strange anomaly. 
Fasting is dispensed with altogether and the 
only dietary restrictions imposed upon the 
monks are that they shall invariably content 
themselves with the food of the district to 
which they are assigned. Thus, for instance, 
in places where it is impossible to obtain 
bread, they have to be satisfied with dried 
dates. 

There is no fixed time appointed for their 
devotions. They are left free to pray when 
the spirit moves them to do so, and Sunday, 
instead of being applied to solemn services, is 
observed by military drill and by rifle, sword, 
and pistol practice. The rules, however, de- 
mand that they should never sleep otherwise 
than fully dressed and with their weapons 
beside them, so as to be always ready for an 
emergency. 
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One of the principal features of the cere- 
mony of the administering of the vowsto the 
White Fathers consists in the solemn biess- 
ing of their arms, of their equipment, of their 
dromedary mounts, and of their attire, or 
umform, The latter consists of a long 
white tunic, descending below the knee, 
belted at the waist, and with a large red 
Maltese cross on the breast... The pantaloons 
are loose and baggy, such as those affected 
by) the Turke of the old school, a voluminous 
white burnous hangs from the shoulders, and 
on the head is a white pith helmet, surmount- 
ed on grand occasions by a white plume, and 
embellished in front with a red Maltese crogs. 

The entire costume bears some resemblance 
te that with which Alphonse Daudet invested 
the ecclesiastics who accompanied the fa- 
mous expedition of the immortal ‘“ Tartarin 
de’ Tarascon.’ It should be added that, ex- 
cept when on the move or when fighting, the 
monks invariably wear the veil of white or 
black cloth which is In use among the Tuareg 
trines. These veils, which are tied loosely at 
the back of the head, protect the mouth and 
the nostrils from the sand during the desert 
storms, and from the plague of ineects. 

The vows of the White Fathers, instead of 
being taken for life,.are limited to a term of 
five years, renewable at will. Until now 
their work has been chiefly among the 
Tuaregs, the most flerce, bloodthirsty, fan- 
atic, and untamable of all the Arab.races of 
Africa. They profess the most intolerant, 
bigoted, and fanatical Mohammedanism, are 
all memebrs of the great Mosiem Senoussi 
fraternity, a sect which not only holdsthat it 
is wicked to salute, speak, or trade with un- 
believers but that it is lawful and even godiy 
to rob every Christian they meet. 

There never has been any lack’‘of volun- 
teers, or, to speak more correctly, of postu- 
lants, for admission to the Order 6f the White 
Fathers, now over a thousand in number. 
Most of them are men of birth and education, 
and few of them are without more or less 
romantic antecedents, while In many cases 
tragedy figures in the motives which have led 
them to join. 

On the roster of the order are to be found 
euch names as those of Esterhazy, De Bre- 
court, De Polignac, De Ligne, Rohan, Ursel, 
La Rochefoucauld, Stolberg, De Beaumont, 
De Musset, De Montigny, and many others, 
the names of the French nobility predominat- 
ing. of course. Hitherto an essentially 
French order, the White Fathers has now 
become to all intents and purposes a German 
one, and will henceforth furnish to the 
German “ noblesse "’ the same opportunities 
of combining military adventure with re- 
ligiom that attracted the knights of olden 
times to the formerly militant but now purely 
honorary Orders of Malta and of St. John 
of Jerusalem. |

Music by JOHN PHILIP SOUSA. 
Book by HARRY B. SMITH. 
Presented by Joseph Cawthorn and His 
Company at the Illinois Theater, Chi- 

cago, Sept. 2, 1906. The Cast: 


A real comic opera at last was the unani- 
mous verdict of the audience which filled the 
Illinois last evening to witness the first per- 
formance of the latest Sousa opera. Jt Is 
several years since the march king last es- 
sayed the writing of a light opera score, but 
so excellent is his work that “The Free 
Lance ” was well worth waiting for. It is. 
far and away above anything that he has 
written previously, It is a departure from 
the familiar Sousa score and composition in 
that the music is keyed in softer tones and 
it is evident that the composer has endeav- 
ored to forget that there are such things as 
brasses.

written @ more entertaining and amusing 
book. The lines are hever dull and once.or 
twice last evening they were too brilliant for 
the audience.

of this. On the day set for the celebration of 
the nuptials the prince and princess run 
away from their respective homes. In her 
flight the princess exchanges her robes for the 
garments of Griselda, the goose girl, whom 
she meets on the road, and the prince makes 
a similar exchange with Slegmund Lump. 
who describes his occupation as that of 
** janitor to a. bunch of billygoats.”’ 

Both Graftiana and Braggadocia are in a 
state of despair when they learn of the dis- 
appearance of their children. Seouts aresent 
to scour the country, and Griselda fis discov- 
ered clad in the princess’ robe and is brought 
before the emperor. Siegmund Ukewise be- 
comes the prey of the duke’s men, and is 
made their prisoner. The paraliel is con- 
tinued .throughout. Each father plans to 
palm off an impostor on his brother ruler in 
order that the marriage may proceed, and 
the goatherd and the goose girl are not un- 
willing. However, when the couple are 
brought together the trouble begins, for they 
are really man and wife, and many questions 
and explanations are in order. 

In the meantime the real prince and prin- 
cess have met and each believing the other 
to be a peasant they proceed to fallin lovein 
the prescribed fashion. Ag soon as the mar- 
riage ceremony between Siegmund and Gris- 
elda is over, the fathers attempt to negotiate 
a loan, each from the other, and when they 
discover that they have been parties to a 
general deception they deciare war against 
each other and Siegmund, the prince, and 
Griseida, the princess, are appointed leaders 
of the opposing armies, 

The second act takes the story up at the 
opening of hostilities aa the armies are led 
up to the border line between the two coun- 
tries. Stegmund turns out to be BSieg- 
mund Lump, the bandit and cutthroat who 
long had been the terror of the countryside 
but who had lost his strength and nerve and 
been deposed by his men after his hair had 
been cut, like Samson of old. 4 kindly in- 
temtioned witch restores the missing locks 
and Siegmund recovers his old time bravado 
and becomes the free lance. Both sides are 
anxious to have him on their side and un- 
wittingly he contracts to help them, only to 
discover that he has engaged to fight against 
himself. Behind the drop he accomplishes 
this seemingly impossible task and pronoun- 
cing both rulers victorious there is satisfac- 
tlon to all concerned. 
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As the goatherd and bandit, Joseph Caw- 
thorn has the most grateful opportunity he 
has had in several seasons. He is the come- 
dian of that quiet and ingratiating method 
who compels laughter by the effective sim- 
plicity of his style and his never fadling good 
nature. He is always natural and there were 
many moments whem he had his audience 
screaming with laughter. He has two ex- 
cellent topical songs, which he gave with 
much unction, one entitled, “‘ Hair,”’ and the 
other, “I Never Was Right in My Life.” 
He has a most capable assistant funmaker 
in Jeannette Lowrie, who is the Griselda. 
Her entrance song, “ The Goosegirl,”” was 
the comedy triumph of the evening, and it is 
the most catchy number ifn the entire score. 
Miss Lowrie brought out every point in it and 
made several others score that were not 
written In it. She was equally happy in the 
duet with Mr. Cawthorn, “ The Mystery of 
History,’ and stamped herself a comedienne 
of rare ability. 

The chorus is excellently trained and gave 
a splendid account of itself vocally. Theset- 
tings are bandsome and the costumes appro- 
priate, the opening picture being particu- 
larly pleasing.

_ GATHERING OF THE CLOUDS. ~ 


OME fifteen years ago I made the ac- 
quaintance of a young and able ex- 
officer of a great continental army. I 
cannot publish his name, but wil! call 
him here Count Y. He was restless 

and energetic. He delighted In political in- 
trigue, and was a born amateur detective. 
He was a member of several secret societies, 
and wae in touch with the Russian nihilists, 
the Bulgarian committadjis, the Albanian 
Ngueists, the German socialists, and the 
Paris anarchists. 

One of. his sweethearts was nothing more 
than a maid in the service of the royal family 
of Italy; another of his sweethearts was a 
nurse in the Russian embassy of France, and 
he corresponded with them. At the same 
tirhe in Paris, London, and Vienna he had 
accese'to the best circles of society. 

He was a psychological and political puz- 
gle, and I became highly interested in him. 
He had great confidence in me, and often 
tol@ me things which looked much like state 
secrets, or at least like secrets of the various 
gecret societies, and these I communicated 
to Belgrade, as they related to plots against 


King Alexander. 
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In the light of subsequent events, my in- 
formant was evidently far better informed 
than I could have ever credited, and certain 
fmpressions which I received in Vienna in 
the first days of January, 1902, hada peculiar 
significance. Traveling from Belgrade to the 
Tyrol I stopped a few days in Vienna and 
saw some of the most influential personages 
of the Austrian political circles. I was 
not surprised to learn that they had been 
disgusted by the conduct of King Alexander 
on the question of his marriage. But [| 
was struck by certain impressions which 
led me to suspect that the question of re- 
placing King Alexander by Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch was arranged between Rus- 
sia and Austria. I was told that Austria 
never more could believe the word of Alexan- 
der, and that if the Servians were to choose 
Peter Karageorgevitch tomorrow for their 
king, or any one else except the prince of 
Montenegro, Austria would acknowledge the 
free choice of the Servian people. 

Of course, I do not mean to insinuate that 
Austria and Russia’ knew, and much less 
that they approved, the methods by which 
the Servian conspirators proposed to make 
the change on the Servian throne. But al- 
ready toward. the end of 1901 they must 
have come to an understanding concerning 
the possible or even probable change on the 
throne of Servia. . 

Queen Draga, in the last interview which 
Mr. Todorovitch had with her not many 
days before her assassination, told the king’s 
friends that both she and the king had re- 
ceived for some time information that a con- 
spiracy against them was in preparation, 
and that many officers, especially young 
ones, had entered into it. Some of these 
communications were made by anonymous 
letters, others confidentially in a personal 
interview. Some of the informers asserted 
that the conspiracy had been organized and 
was directed from abroad; others that it had 
started spontaneously with a certain group 
of officers. The queen had the impression 
that the conspiracy was organized by some 
one outside Servia, who seemed to be an ex- 
perienced conspirator. To the young 
officers drawn into the conspiracy it had 
been suggested that they would act as 
patriots and heroes if they were to deliver 
the country from such an unworthy king 


and queen. 
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It seems the conspiracy was organized 
shortly after the return of Col. Mashin from 
Russia in the autumn of 1902. The colonel 
placed himself at its head, taking as his 
principal coadjutors Lieut. Col. Damyan 
Popoviteh and Lieut. Col. Mishitch. These 
three’ superior officers were in secret com- 
munieation with another body composed of 
civilians, enemiés,. for personal reasons, of 
Alexander and Draga, or inveterate enemies 
of the Obrenovitch dynasty, like Lyuba 
Zivrovitch, Stoyan Protich, Atza Stanoye- 
vitch, Nicola Hadji-Thoma. At the head of 
this civilian body of conspirators was Mr. 
Gentchitch, formerly the home minister of 
King Alexander, but who after the marriage 
of the king with Draga was condemned for 
an open letter to the king, in which he eriti- 
cised his conduct, to seven years’ imprison- 
ment, although he was released in the second 
year of his confinement. Their object was 
not only to annihilate the Obrenovitch dy- 
nasty but to put on the throne the Kara- 
georgevitch dynasty. 

Once it was decided to murder King Alexan- 
der and Queen Draga, the only question that 
remained was when and where to do it, 

I do not know if the incidents of March 19, 
1903, had anything to do with the attempt 
to kill the royal couple. A meeting of shop 
assistants and students was arranged to take 
place to protest against certain police meas- 
ures concerning shop assistants. Somebody 
suggested that the whole meeting should pro- 
ceed to pass the royal palace. A great crowd 
moved through the principal streets towards 
the palace. But three yards from the palace 
the crowd was stopped by the police, and, 
when it refused to disperse, was fired on. 
According to the official reports cnly a few 
people were killed and wounded. The oppo- 
sition papers again exaggerated the number, 
I say I do not know that those incidents 
were not a cover for a planned attack on the 
palace and the royal couple. They looked 
in some respects at least much like the 


Count Y. only two months before. 
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But there seems to be no doubt that Palm 
Sunday, in April, was selected for the exe- 
cution of the murderous attack on the royal 
couple. Under the reign of the Obrenoviteches 
Palm Sunday was a national féte day, in 
commemoration of the second and success- 
ful rising of the Serviane of Milosh Obreno- 
vitch against the Turks. To thechurch cere- 
mony in the’ cathedrai in Belgrade war 
added, since 1868, a short religious end mili- 
tary ceremony in the citadel im commemo- 
ration of the delivery of that fortress by the 
Turke to Prince Michael Obrenovitch on the 
Palm Sunday of 157.

Contest; Nolan Is Still 
Suspicious. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.] 

Goldfield, Nev., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—With- 

in the next twenty-four hours the Enghsh 
/ gpeaking world will know the outcome of 
the Batling Nelson-Joe Gans finish fight for 
the lightweight championship. The contest- 
ents at this writing are in the proverbial 
pink of condition, without an ache or a pain, 
and fit to put up the battle of their Hves. 

Gans. who it wae thought could not train 
down to less than 133 pounds without cut- 
ting-off a leg, sprung a surprise on close stu- 
dents of the game, Billy Nolan in particular, 
by making the required weight and still re- 
maining strong, strong enough in his opin- 
fon to kick the “ stuffing” out of Nelson 
without turning a hair. For the fact that 
he made the weight so easily he thanks the 
high altitude. In accomplishing it he has 
caused critics of pugilism and of the condi- 
tioning of the men to wonder. 

Nolan’s Scheme Fails. 

Those who have been in close touch with 
the colored fighter for several years were 
aware he could train himself down to 138 
pounds, but had their doubts as to his ability 
to train down to at least 131, the weight he 
will be compelled to make to weigh in in 
his fighting togs. When Billy Nolan sprung 
that weighing in with fighting apparel prop- 
osition it was thought the match would fall 
through, as it was not expected Gans could 

* live up to the item and fight. When the col- 
ored man agreed to the extra weight handi- 
cap fight followers wondered how Gans was 
to train down to the weight, and were sur- 
prised when they learned the boy was advis- 
ing his friends throughout the country to 
bet their limit on him. 


Gans Not Weakened. 


The colored fighter, of course, registered 
@ strong kick at having to weigh in with 
shoes, trunks, etc., and it was thought it 
would worry him and cause him to put on an 
extra head of steam while training. The 
next day he was as jolly and happy as a lark. 
’ Furthermore, he did not add any extra stunts 
to his general daily work. 

“It was this as much as anything else that 
caused betting men throughout the count 
to fling their bets behind him, and whic 
brought a commission of big money from the 
east to wager on him. But a few, and only 
those directly interested in him, know his 
correct weight, which is now enough to con- 
vince them he will not forfeit. Joe does’not 
see how he can lose, and thinks so well of his 
chances to win, and that in short order, that 
he already has bet over half of his end of 
the purse, which ‘amounts to $10,000. 


Nelson Money Scarce. 


The camp is full of Gans money. One bet- 
tor from abroad holds a commission of 
$20,000 to be placed on Gans at odds of 10 
to T, but the Nelson money is not forthcom- 
ing. i 

Billy Nolan, with his ears always pricked, 
heard several remarks that the San Fran- 
cisco gang intended doing all in its power 
to make Gans win. It is said Frisco sports 
who have no use for Nolan since the Britt- 
Nelson fight at Colma, intend to run things 
@t the arena by yelling Gans into victory. 

“They will try to bullyrag you, George,” 
he said, “into favoring Gans, and try to 
rattle you when the boye are clinched. 
I've got- that pretty straight and want to 
put you on your guard.” 


No Holding Expected. 

Regarding my duties when the men are 
clinched, he said he did not wish me to lay my 
‘hands on them. 

“ Bat, you know, never holds, and Gans, 
to the best of my knowledge, keeps fighting 
all the time, so I guess there will be no ne- 
cessity for breaking them by force. 

“ Either man is apt to get a wallop hard 
enough to make him hold to avoid going to 
the floor, but that will be fair to both. In 
ease of a knockdown, the articles say the 
man on his feet is to retire to his corner and 
‘in case a man is knocked down in his oppo- 
nent's corner the mah on his feet is to retire 
toa neutral corner. This is not according to 
your construction of the rule, but the articles 
call for it and must be lived up to and are 
the same conditions which prevailed at the 
Colma fight. Furthermore the subject has 
been gone over thoroughly and is understood 
by Gans and the club members. 


Clean Fight Demanded. 


“ The spectators demand a clean, hard fight 
~—a fight with plenty of action—and they 
surely will get it if the articles are lived up to 

to the letter. I am sure my boy will win, but 
eheould he go down to defeat in a fair and 
honestly fought battle, I will be the first to 
take off my hat to Gans and give him the 
credit for his work. ‘ Bat,’ I am sure, will 
do the same. I know we have it on Gans, not 
exactly in condition, but in health, as I have 
reliable information that the colored man’s 
heart after overexertion beats twenty times 
more to the minute than does the Dane's. 
This isan important factor in fighting at such 
a high altitude, and, knowing ‘ Bat’ has the 
better of the weight—that is, that he can fight 
stronger at 180 than Gans can at, say, 1314%— 
Iam confident we w.il win. 

“I figure,” he continued, “ that Gans must 
win early im the fight and that if he doesn’t 
score a victory in ten rounds‘ Bat’ will come 
and leave the arena as the champion light- 
weight of the world.” 


Not Influenced by Nolan. 


Regarding the men retiring to their corners 
in case of knockdowns, the rule was not Mved 
up to in the fight between Nelson and Britt 
at Colma. Britt scored a knockdown in the 
third round, I believe, and stepped back 
about three paces, and pictures of the battle 
show that when Neleon knocked Britt down 
and out Referee Graney pulled Nelson away 
and held hie left arm while tolling off the. 
seconds over Britt. 

Nolan suggests I disqualify the man who 
holds over a certain length of time, but the 

, crowd that will gather in the arena wants 
- to see @ fight to a finish, as advertised, and 
Tl) see to it that it gets what it pays for. 


Novel Point Is Raised. 


It was hinted to Nolan that Gans might 
: weigh in and enter the ring with thin, solid 
shoes, that are apt to burst after fighting a 
round or two, and that he would bring tothe 
arena a pair of regular fighting shoes, which 
‘he would adjust to his feet probably during 
fighting time. Should such be the case, No- 
lan says he will insist that the shoes be ad- 
justed between rounds, and on failure to do 
so will forfeit the battle. Bill overlooks the 
fact that should Gans’ seconds devote more 
than one minute to adjust the shoes the spec- 
tators will not stand for a technical disquali- 
fication. That would mean a riot and prob- 
ably bloodshed, and I don't intend taking my 
life in my hands. I am not afraid of getting 
filled full of pellets, but I am notinviting it. 
I have not the leagt doubt the battle will be 
_ fought on its merits, that it will be a corker, 
and that the best man will win,

BOTH FIGHTERS SAY: “I’LL WIN.” 


Gans and Nelson in Statements Declare 
They Will Surely Gain Victory 
in Today’s Battle. 


Goldfield, Nev., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—Bat- 
ling Nelson, on the eve of the battle, said: 

“TI never felt better in my life and I never 
was better. I have improved in hitting abili- 
ty and in ability tohandle myself. But, while 
I have gained speed and have worked to that 
end, I haye not forgotten that the one thing 
that must win for me is strength and ever- 
lastingly keeping at it. Gans will not stop 
me, and the thousands who gather at the 
ringside will see—what they have séen in 
every other battle I have fought—they will 
see the other man backing away from me 
from the first gong until the referee counts 
the fatal ten. 

“Iam going to win. I have gone into some 
battles without any certainty, not knowing 
much about the man I was to meet. But Gans 
I know thoroughly,and I believe he was made 
for my benefit. I am in magnificent condi- 
tion, and I will win as surely as I am living 
today. I don’t believe Gana, at the welter- 
weight limit, has the punch to put me away, 
and, as we are fighting on even terms, I know 
he has not. Tomorrow night there will be 
ho question as to who is the undisputed 
lightweight champion of the world, and 
you'll find my name listed as the owner of 
the title.” 

Gans said tonight: “I'll win, and it won't 
take long for meto doit. Nelson is a tough 
fellow, but I am right, and I'l} show people 
what I can do. I don’t want to boast and I 
wouldn't do that, because I have a lot of 
friends who would bet on my. word, but just 
as true as I’m alive I’m in as good condi- 
tion as I was when I fought Walcott. That 
may sound strange, for that was at catch- 
wedghts for me; and now I have to get well 
under 133, but I am fit to fight for my life, 
and you will know that as well as I know it 
by this time tomorrow. I have gone to the 
weight without trouble and without being 
overworked. I feel in fine spirits and I am 
confident, and I never went into a fight that 
way without winning. I have written to the 
best friends I have in the world and I have 
told them to bet all they have on me. I have 
been accused of crooked work and I have ad- 
mitted doing crooked work, but there is not a 
man fn the world who can say that I ever los: 
a fight in which I had told my. close friends 
to bet on me.’’

Defeat Cleveland Team, 4 to 1, 
but Catcher Sullivan Is 
Seriously Hurt. 


THUMB BADLY SMASHED. 


Little Hope That He Will Play 
Again This Season; Loss a 
Great Handicap. 


[BY S8Y.] 

The big overflow crowd which poured out 
of the south side grounds into the rain yester- 
day after seeing ‘*Doc’’ White and the 
White Sox defeat Bill Bernhard and the Naps 
4 to 1, had no jubilation in fts heart, for it 
realized the victory was purchased at the 
cost of a heavy handicap to Chicago's 
chances for a double championship. 

Bernhard could not win his game, but when 
a hot foul tip from his bat smashed Billy 
Sullivan’s thumb out of all semblance of a 
thumb he inflicted greater damage than if he 
had pitched and won half a dozen games 
from Jonés’ men. The injury was so serious 
the most skillful surgery was necessary to 
put Sully’s hand In such shape that he ever 
will be able to catch again, without the 
slightest hope that he will get into harness 
again this season. 


. Foul Tip Maims Sullivan. 

The battle was at its hottest, with five run- 
less innings reeled off by both pitchers, de- 
spite the fact the Sox were hitting Bernhard 
hard. Bemis had been retired in the sixth 
and the rooters were happy and confident. 
One strike was called on Bernhard, then tw9 
balls. The next one he swung at viciously 
and tipped, the ball striking the end of Sulli- 
van’'s rigift thumb with fearful force. With 
a look of anguish on his face Sully tore off his 
mask and mitt, while every player on both 
teams rushed to his assistance, for it was 
seen he was painfully injured. 50 severe was 
the pain that Sullivan himself called for a 
doctor, but it was apparent from the first it 
was a case for the hospital. 

President Comiskey had the plucky back- 
stop hurried to his automobile and taken to 
the Mercy hospital, then telephoned imme- 
diately for Dr. J. B. Murphy, begging him to 
go to the rescue of the south side idol. 


Towne Steps Into Breach. 

In the meantime the crowd turned back to 
the game with subdued hopes. Jay Towne, 
the Des Moines recruit, was cheered heartily, 
nevertheless, as he donned mask and pad 
and stepped into the awful breach. Well did 
he perform his task the rest of the game. 
Severe as the blow was to the Sox, they did 
not weaken after Sully’s departure. Instead 
they fought harder, and in the last half of the 
fatal sixth scored their first run of the game, 
coming back hard in the eighth with three 
more, which proved to be necessary, all 
right. 

Chavainae made a valiant rally In the ninth, 
and. with the help of the elements, put as 
spectacular a finish to the contest as ever 
was seen, Great masses of black, threaten- 
ing clouds blew down from the north, ren- 
dering it almost too dark to play. Yet some- 
how Stovall and Turner saw the ball weil 
enough to smash lightning singles to center. 
Jackson drove a hot one to Davis’ right, 
and Weorge failed to come up with it, the 
ball caroming so far away that all were safe. 
The bases were full, with none out, and a 
home run would tie the score. 


Play in the Rain in Ninth. 


The clouds began to leak. Then it rained 
harder, but, unmindful of the conditions; 
White and the Sox stuck to their posts. 
Tightening up fast, Doc worked Congalton on 
bad balls and struck him out. Fiick was 
next, and that slugger went the same whiff 
route, amid a roar ofcheers. Justasa white- 
wash seemed certain a wild pitch let Stovall 
home from third, but Rossman rolled a slow 
one to Tannehill, and the game was over. 

The afternoon began joyotsly, with wild 
cheering for each member of the White Sox 
as he appeared on the field for practice, and 
with a huge floral horseshoe presented to 
Manager Jones by a sextet of the faithful the 
first time at bat, with ‘‘ Nineteen ’’ in flowers 
as a centerpiece. None foresaw the loss of a 
most popular player, and Sullivan was not 
the only idol injured. In the second inning 
Lajoie was slightly spiked by Donohue in 
a close play on first base. The Nap manager 
was not seriously hurt, but, mindful of.a 
former experience, retired from the game to 
have the foot attended to at once. 


White Has Naps at His Mercy. 


White was at his best and plainly had the 
sluggers at his mercy. Only two hits were 
made off him in seven innings and not a base 
on balls during the game. In the eighth the 
Naps managed to put two hits together, but 
this gave Eddie Hahn the chance to win lau- 
rels by a brilliant throw from deep right to 
third base, cutting off Rossman there and 
preventing a run. 

The Sox banged Bernhard hard at the start, 
but in tough luck. In the first they made 
three singles in a row, but failed to score, be- 
cause the third hit, by Davis, hit Manager 
Jones on the heel, retiring him, and also be- 
cause Isbell did some bad baserunning on 
Donohue’s grounder, enabling the Naps to 
retire him and the side needlessly. 

In the fourth it was tougher. Davis and 
Donohue singled, but Dougherty and Sulli- 
van struck out. The two “ D.’s"’ then exe- 
cuted a double steal, and Tannehill smashed 
a corker to Stovall's left. The sub third- 
sacker dove for the ball and in some way 
managed to stab and smother it under him.
